THREE separate blunders re¬ 
ported by health chiefs run¬ 
ning a hospital in the Black 
Country have prompted a MP 
to call for a full review to en¬ 
sure that lessons are learned 
for the future. 

In one case, a mother had to go un¬ 
der the knife for a second time to re¬ 
move a swab left inside her following 
a Caesarean section procedure. 

The three ‘never events’ were recorded by 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hospital NHS 
Trust in the past three months. The trust, 
which runs Sandwell Hospital, City Hospital, 
in Birmingham, and Rowley Regis Hospital, 
said it had been ‘open’ with patients over their 
mistakes. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP James Mor¬ 
ris called the incidents ‘very serious mistakes’ 
and urged action to discover the cause. 

The CQC, which told the trust it ‘requires im¬ 
provement’ in a recent report, said it would be 
holding talks with the trusts after the botched 
procedures came to light. Health bosses re¬ 
vealed that in one of the never events a patient 
had the wrong kidney treated for kidney stones. 

Preventable 

The incident involving the new mother’s sec¬ 
ond operation occurred at City Hospital. They 
revealed another patient was anaesthetised for 
an operation in the wrong limb at Sandwell 
Hospital. Never events are preventable serious 
incidents that has the potential to cause serious 
harm or death. 

Mr Morris said: “These incidents are very 
serious mistakes, and full reviews need to take 
place to ensure that this does not happen again. 
I welcome the trust’s honesty in reporting these 
‘never events’ openly and I’m assured that the 
necessary steps will be taken to protect patients 
against preventable mistakes.” 

Medical director Richard Stedman said it 
was ‘disappointing’ that the three never events 
had occurred, adding: “Never events should 
not happen and yet we know that they can 
and do occur in NHS organisations across the 
West Midlands. Staff worked hard to achieve 
over 400 days here with no never events and 
I am very confident we can continue to make 
changes to reduce the risk of their occurrence.” 

CQC head of hospital inspections, Tim 
Cooper, added: “We have a meeting scheduled 
within the next few weeks with the Trust Di¬ 
rector of Governance, Chief Nurse and Medical 
Director where we will discuss this and other 
issues.” 


MEET the Black Country’s new generation 
of genius students who are now officially 
more brainy than Professor Stephen Hawk¬ 
ing and Albert Einstein. 

Amy Beecroft, Madison James, Aaron Soo¬ 
mal, Ryan Mills, Jacub Rayski, all aged 12 
and Jakob Bannister, 11 - who are all in the 
same class at school - scored more than 160 
in their IQ tests. 

It is a feat not even achieved by the likes of 
Hawking or Einstein. 

Five of the children, who are in the same 
Year 7 group at Barr Beacon School in 


Aldridge, achieved a score of 162 while one 
scored 160. The national average score for the 
test is just 100. 

As a result, the six youngsters have now 
been invited to join high IQ society Mensa 
after sitting the test. 

Ryan, who lives in Great Barr, said life 
being cleverer than Eistein was ‘really cool’. 

“I was really surprised at what I got. I 
thought it would be much lower but it feels 
really good to be smarter than Einstein,” he 
said. “I was so excited to get the result I did. 
It feels incredible and my parents are very 


proud too. Now when I go into class I get 
called a nerd but I’m cleverer than Einstein 
so it feels so good to be called that. 

“Not many people can say that - it’s actu¬ 
ally really cool.” 

Deputy headteacher David Lowbridge-Ellis 
now plans to let every Year 7 pupil attempt 
the test, adding: “This is the second time we 
have done the test at this school and defi¬ 
nitely the most successful. “Overall we have 
had 33 pupils invited to join the Mensa group. 

“The children were definitely shocked they 
got these results, but so happy.” 


TERRORISM 

Council in tribute 
to Tunisia victims 

SANDWELL Council came to a standstill 
alongside much of the rest of the borough, 
and the country on Friday, to pay tribute to the 
victims of the Tunisia terror attack. 

One of the victims, Adrian Evans, worked for 
the council, and later it was announced that 
Sandwell will be paying for his and his nephew 
Joel Richards, and father Patrick Evans’s fu¬ 
nerals. 

Leader Councillor Darren Cooper said it was 
‘the least we could do’. More than 2,000 peo¬ 
ple observed a minute’s silence for 19 year-old 
Joel, Patrick, 78, both from Wednesbury, and 
Adrian, 49, of Bilston, at the council house in 
Oldbury. 

Councillor Cooper delivered a rousing 
speech following the minute’s silence in which 
he condemned the actions of gunman Seifed- 
dine Rezgui and vowed British way of life 
would not be impacted by acts of terrorism. 

He said: “We stand shoulder to shoulder in 
the face of adversity. And we will never, ever, 
allow terrorists and twisted ideologists to di¬ 
vide us and our communities. We will stay to¬ 
gether - and we will win together. 

“We all want to demonstrate that Adrian 
Evans was one of our own. Words struggle to 
capture the revulsion we all feel at his untimely 
death so far away from home - and those of 
his father and nephew.”

A FUNDRAISING web page set up in memory 
of Tunisia terror attack victim Joel Richards is 
close to reaching its £10,000 target following a 
surge of support. 

More than 450 donations have been sent to 
the page, set up on gofundme.com, in mem¬ 
ory of the 19-year-old referee. 

He was killed at the beach resort of Sousse 
along with his uncle Alan Evans and grand¬ 
father Patrick Evans. University of Worcester 
student Joel was a referee at the Birmingham 
County Football Association and was a huge 
Walsall fan throughout his young life. 

Donations on the website, which go towards 
Joel’s family, reached the £8,860 barrier after 
the fund received a boost of £1,000 from the 
Football League. Even more money will be 
raised for Joel’s family later this month when 
hundreds of wristbands dedicated to his life 
will be sold at his beloved Walsall’s friendly 
clash against Midland rivals Aston Villa. 

The wristbands will feature a message which 
states ‘together we can achieve more’.

Former police chief Bob Jones 


TRIBUTES were paid to the West Mid¬ 
lands first police and crime commission¬ 
er a year on from his untimely death. 

Bob Jones, a former Wolverhampton 
councillor, passed away in his sleep on 
July 1 last year. David Jamieson, who 
replaced him as commissioner following 
a by-election, said: “Bob was a brilliant 
public servant and is sorely missed. He 
was a man of the people who inspired 
warmth and affection in all he met. 

“His death was a huge loss to the 
police family. Bob Jones was respected 
across the political spectrum for his 
service and huge contribution to polic-

ing.” Deputy West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner Yvonne Mosquito 
said: “Bob was a dear friend and an ex¬ 
cellent public servant. His commitment 
to policing and helping those in need 
was remarkable.He was a man of great 
principles, but crucially a great listener 
too. He never lost touch with the people 
he sought to serve.” 

Mr Jones was born in Wolverhampton 
and lived his entire life in the city, apart 
from while studying in Nottingham for a 
degree in public administration. 

He was a Labour councillor from 
1980 to 2013 for Blakenhall in Wolver¬ 


hampton, serving at one point as cabi¬ 
net member for leisure and community 
safety and on various scrutiny boards. 
He held responsibilities as chairman of 
education, finance and youth commit¬ 
tees and chaired the Wolverhampton 
Community Safety Partnership. He was 
previously a member of West Midlands 
Police Authority from 1986 to 2012, and 
chaired the authority from 1995-2000. 

In 2010 Mr Jones was awarded the 
CBE for ‘services to policing’. 

In his spare time he was also a pas¬ 
sionate supporter of the Campaign for 
Real Ale. 


Industrial unit gutted 
as blaze takes its toll

MORE than 40 firefighters tackled 
a severe factory blaze in the Black 
Country - with thick black plumes of 
smoke seen for miles around. 

Smoke billowed into the air above the 
single-storey industrial unit at Harvills 
Industrial Estate in Hill Top near West 
Bromwich. 

The fire, which took hold late late Saturday 
night, completely engulfed the building which 
was full of white goods including fridges. 

On Sunday, a crew of firefighters from Tip- 
ton remained at the scene off Howard Street to 
dampen down any remaining hot spots. 

It is believed the flames spread from a nearby 
skip fire before ripping through the unit. 

Watch Commander Carl Habday, from Tipton 
fire station, said: “We think someone was burn¬ 
ing off in a skip outside and that spread to the 
building. The skip had now been removed with 
a JCB. 

“The fire has been confined to one unit which 
in the main was due to the effective action of 
firefighters. The night crew here did a really 
good job. If it had spread the consequences could 
have been very large.” 

Platform 

West Midlands Fire Service was alerted to the 
fire by a member of the public shortly before 
10pm. Eight crews were called to help fight the 
blaze from Tipton, Smethwick, Bilston, Walsall, 
West Bromwich, Handsworth, Oldbury and Wil- 
lenhall stations. 

A hydraulic platform and breathing apparatus 
was used by more than 40 firefighters who were 
at the scene. Those living nearby were advised 
to stay in their homes and to keep their windows 
shut. 

But large crowds quickly gathered outside the 
industrial estate with people climbing walls to 
get a better view. Pictures of the smoke were 
posted to social media websites from as far as 
Birmingham and from shocked onlookers across 
the Black Country. 

Watch Commander Habday added it had been 
a ‘furious’ fire with several complications. “All 
of the white goods were lined with plastic,” he 
explained. “That caught fire and then it would 
have spread very quickly. 

“Couple that with the fact it had an asbestos 
roof and an electrical sub-station below pro¬ 
viding power for all the individual units in the 
area. That had to be turned off as it has massive 
implications. All the other units are currently 
without power.” Speaking on Sunday he added

firefighters who remained at the scene would ‘push 
the boat out’ to dampen the final hotspots as quickly 
as possible so power could be restored. 

He said when there were no more hot spots crews 
would return every three hours to monitor the 
building, which they have been unable to enter be¬ 
cause of the extensive structural damage. 

The Environment Agency also later attended the 
scene and established there was no threat to the en¬ 
vironment or to residents.

Rita and Gordon Turner, who live in Harvills 
Hawthorn opposite the Harvills industrial Estate, 
were astonished by how many people came to look 
at the fire as it took hold. 

Rita said: “We were in bed when we heard the 
engine arrive. I have never seen so many people and 
cars come out. Some were running up the road con¬ 
cerned it might spread to the fence company further 
up. There was thick, black smoke in huge plumes. It 
was quite frightening actually.” 


RSPB centre 
to take off 
with a host 
of activities 

A FESTIVAL of wildlife will greet visi¬ 
tors arriving to mark the reopening of 
a RSPB centre five years after a devas¬ 
tating fire. 

Final preparations are being made 
to the new centre being created at the 
RSPB Sandwell Valley site ready for its 
official opening. 

Building work has been completed 
on the £400,000 centre, called Nature’s 
Reach, ahead of a opening event on 
August 2. Finishing touches are being 
made to outside areas and the centre’s 
car park to mark the culmination of the 
long-awaited project. 

Vandals set fire to the previous centre 
on the site, off Tanhouse Avenue, Ham- 
stead, Great Barr, back in 2010 forcing 
staff to work out of a temporary hut. 

Now the new centre will be open for 
the celebration event from 11am to 4pm. 

The wildlife festival features fami¬ 
ly-friendly activities from pond dipping, 
mini beast hunting to den building. 

All wildlife activities are free and 
there will be festive refreshments avail¬ 
able to purchase. 

RSPB spokesman Alex Sharrod, says 
the event will be a way of re-introducing 
people to activities held at the centre. 

“Discover a magical underwater world 
while pond dipping, hunt for mini beasts 
under logs, build your own fortress in 
our den-building area and turn sleuth 
along the hidden sculpture trail,” he 
said. 

“Enjoy nature-inspired arts and 
crafts, listen to tales around a camp fire 
and toast marshmallows.”

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Keep your 
cool to find 
fitness as 
heat is on 

SUMMERTIME has well and truly 
arrived in the Black Country and with 
the rising temperatures comes advice 
from a health and fitness expert on 
how to stay safe in the sun especially 
during a workout. 

Mel Carpenter from Cardio Central, 
which runs classes in Oldbury and 
Tipton, says many will be inspired to 
get outdoors to get in the best shape 
possible for the holiday season. 

The summer opens up a host of 
potential activities that seem much 
more appealing now than in cold win¬ 
ter weather, but Mel says there is a 
way to maximise workouts to enjoy 
the heat without wilting away in the 
hot summer sun? 

Mel says: “The motivation to get 
out and do something is far greater 
than when it’s freezing and misera¬ 
ble outside. But there are potential 
pitfalls you can fall into, so here’s 
my advice on how to prepare your¬ 
self and get the best out of your sum¬ 
mer workouts. Drink lots of fluid hot 
weather and sunshine causes the body 
to sweat more and this will increase 
during even mild exercise like walk¬ 
ing, so make sure you replace the 
fluids you are losing or you will run 
the risk of dehydration. Try to drink 
a pint of water about an hour before 
working out and also rehydrate after 
your workout.” 

“Don’t eat protein before working 
out it can increase your core tempera¬ 
ture and could cause heat shock. You 
are much better off reloading on pro¬ 
tein after you’re done.” 

“Lower your core temperature be¬ 
fore working by drinking ice based 
drinks around an hour before exercise 
or having an ice cold bath or shower. 

“Don’t workout between 12 and 4 
- the midday sun is obviously when 
temperatures and UV exposure are at 
their highest points. And finally, don’t 
forgot sunscreen. Protecting yourself 
against sunburn, sun-stroke and 
harmful UV rays is really important.”

Appeal over man

It is not 
known at this stage how the man suf¬ 
fered head injuries but we are keen 
to hear from anyone who was at the 
Triple S Club on Friday night.”

Sister who survived crash gets payout

A YOUNG mother whose life was 
‘changed in a second’ when her sis¬ 
ter was killed by a speeding driver 
while she survived the crash has won 
a payout from insurers following the 
tragedy. 

Claire Child, aged 27, was 30 weeks 
pregnant when she was hit by a car 
near the Co-operative supermarket in 
Walsall Road, Great Barr. 

She was crossing the road with her 
sister, Sarah, who was also struck by 
the car and died from serious head 
injuries at the scene of the accident. 

The driver, Amirul Islam, from 


Lozells, in Birmingham, was jailed 
for four years in 2013 after pleading 
guilty to causing death by dangerous 
driving. 

Now Claire, with help from lawyers 
from Irwin Mitchell, was awarded an 
undisclosed out-of-court settlement 
after the driver’s insurers admitted 
liability for the accident. 

She said: “No amount of money will 
make up for losing Sarah or the inju¬ 
ries I suffered, but holding those re¬ 
sponsible for the incident to account 
feels like some form of justice in Sa¬ 
rah’s name. Hopefully, what hap¬ 


pened to us will make others think 
about how they behave on the road.” 

She suffered nerve damage in her 
right leg as a result of the impact. 
Claire was unable to return to her 
sales job at a plumbing products sup¬ 
plier, where her sisters Sarah and 
Hannah also used to work. 

But recently she has recovered well 
enough to secure a job and has re¬ 
turned to part-time employment. 

Claire, who gave birth to her 
daughter Evie two months after the 
collision, said her daughter is now her 
main focus. 


Girl, 9, was snatched 
by stranger in street 


A MAN has pleaded guilty to snatch¬ 
ing a nine-year-old girl from the 
street in Bearwood. Edward Burns 
struck in broad daylight on a Sun¬ 
day afternoon. 

He grabbed the youngster in Belmont 
Road after she got off a bus and ran off 
with her under his arm. 

The 37-year-old ran down an alley that led 
to his home with the girl kicking and scream¬ 
ing. A mother out for a walk with her own child 
spotted him. 

She shouted at him to let the youngster go, 
which he did and then fled. Burns, of Bearwood 
Road, was arrested at his flat, which overlooked 
the scene, two days later after his young victim 
gave a detailed description of the culprit. 

Burns, who has no history of offences against 
children, struck at lunchtime on March 29 after 
spotting the girl get off at a nearby bus stop 
alone. He admitted kidnap when he appeared 
on a prison video link at a Wolverhampton 
Crown Court hearing on Wednesday. He was 
remanded in custody for reports, including a 
psychiatric assessment. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, asked for 
any relevant underlying issues to be explored 
in what he described as a ‘troubling’ case. 

Appropriate 

Judge John Wait told Burns: “You have 
pleaded guilty and will receive the appropriate 
credit when sentence is passed.” 

Burns, who neighbours said was an unmar¬ 
ried loner, is understood to have just a single 
previous criminal conviction for burglary com¬ 
mitted some time ago. 

A person who knows the defendant said: “He 
went up to the girl in the street and pushed her 
to the ground before picking her up and carry¬ 
ing her away. He did not know her. 

“He had her under his arm and was going 
down an alleyway from Belmont Road that 
would have given access to his flat when he 
was spotted. The girl was kicking and scream¬ 
ing. Luckily, a passing woman heard the noise, 
saw what was going on and shouted at him. I 
dread to think what might have happened oth¬ 
erwise.” 

Detective Sergeant Leighton Shingles, from 
Force CID at West Midlands Police, said today: 
“It is important to remember abductions by 
strangers are extremely rare. The young girl 
was very upset by the attack, but fortunately 
wasn’t injured.”

Nicole Morris, aged 15, even 
her allowed cousin Stacey to cut 
off her pony tail before facing the 
clippers in Wednesbury town cen¬ 
tre. 

Mother-of-three Stacey, 26, was 
diagnosed with breast cancer in 
November last year and has since 
undergone six rounds of chemo¬ 


therapy and had a breast removed. 

Speaking after the shave, 
Nicole, from West Bromwich, said: 
“At the time I just felt normal but 
it kicked in later on at night. Peo¬ 
ple have said it looks nice and that 
it suits me.” 

The head shave was carried 
out in front of onlookers at the 
Wednesbury Fun Day, which 
was rearranged for July 4 after a 
washout in June. 

Stacey, who has boys aged five, 


two and one and who lives in 
Darlaston, is full of pride for her 
younger cousin. 

She said: “Nicole has been very 
supportive throughout. I was 
shocked when she said she wanted 
to do the shave. I did not expect 
anyone to do that. It is very brave 
what she has done. 

“When it was done I felt like 
crying. I know it is a big thing to 
lose your hair because I have lost 
mine.”

of victims' funerals

THE funerals of three gen¬ 
erations of a Black Coun¬ 
try family who were killed 
in the Tunisia terror attack 
will be paid for by Sandwell 
Council. 

The gesture comes as it was 
revealed memorials will be 
placed at the Banks’s Stadium 
in tribute to the three Saddlers 
fans - Adrian Evans, his father 
Patrick Evans and nephew Joel 
Richards. 

Council leader Darren Cooper 
revealed that the authority would 
cover burial fees and other funeral 
costs for the victims. Adrian Evans, 
from Bilston, worked for Sandwell 
Council. Councillor Cooper said it 
was ‘the least we could do’. The ges¬ 
ture is expected to save the family 
around £5,000. 

He said: “We have spoken to the 
funeral directors and it has been 
agreed between the council and the 
co-operative to waiver the fees for 
the burial and the funeral for the 
family.” 

Silence 

The funerals of are expected to 
take place in the next few weeks. 
They were among 30 British holi¬ 
daymakers shot dead by gunman 
Seifeddine Rezgui in Sousse. 

More than 2,000 people observed 
a minute’s silence for 19 year-old 
Joel, Patrick, 78, both from Wednes- 
bury, and Adrian, 49, at the council 
house in Oldbury on Friday. 

A separate service was held at 
Walsall’s Banks’s Stadium, which 
was attended by Joel’s brother 
Owen Richards, aged 16, who sur¬ 
vived the attack, and his mother 
Suzanne. 

The victims were huge Saddlers 
fans and hundreds of supporters 
paid their respects along with Wal¬ 
sall manager Dean Smith and the 
first team squad on what was des¬ 
ignated a national day of mourning 
for the dead. The service and min¬ 
ute silence was held amid a sea of 
scarves, flowers and tributes which 
were placed throughout the week. 


A POLICE officer had to be cut out 
of his vehicle after it was involved 
in a crash with another car in the 
Black Country while responding to 
an emergency call. 

Two male officers, both based at 
West Bromwich station, were re¬ 
sponding to reports of an assault on 
Saturday night when their marked 
police car was in a collision with a 
BMW. The crash happened about 
10.50pm in Coles Lane, at the junc¬ 
tion with Hill Top. 

It closed the road for some time 
afterwards with police asking motor¬ 


ists to avoid the area. A West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service spokeswoman said 
a crew from Dudley fire station at¬ 
tended the collision, and carried out 
a ‘full roof removal’ of the police car, 
which had been in a collision with 
another car, and had then collided 
with traffic signals. 

Firefighters helped remove the 
officer in the passenger seat of the 
Vauxhall Insignia, who was immo¬ 
bilised on a long board and taken to 
hospital. A spokeswoman for West 
Midlands Police said the officer was 
later discharged having been treated 


for minor injuries. The second officer 
involved also suffered minor injuries, 
but was treated at the scene. The 
driver of the other vehicle, a BMW, 
was not injured. A man was arrested 
at the scene, and later released with 
no further action. 

Posts on the West Midlands Police 
social media accounts thanked peo¬ 
ple for their kind messages, saying 
thankfully the officers were treated 
for minor injuries only and are recov¬ 
ering well. 

Police are investigating and any 
witnesses should call 101. 


Retail park 
revamp is 
set to bring 
in 150 jobs 

A £5 MILLION revamp of one of the 
Black Country’s biggest retail parks - 
including plans for three new restau¬ 
rants creating around 150 jobs - has 
been given the go-ahead. 

Quadrant Estates has received 
planning permission to give Wednes- 
bury’s Gallagher Retail Park a facelift 
to attract more shoppers to the busy 
complex. 

Planning officers at Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil have backed the project, which 
also aims to provide more choice for 
shoppers and encourage them to stay 
longer. 

James Bidwell, associate director 
for Quadrant Estates, said construc¬ 
tion work was expected to begin in 
January next year. 

Bosses are in talks with national 
restaurant chains in a bid to sign 
them up for the units, with the busi¬ 
nesses set to open by the end of 2016. 

The plans also include changes 
to the car parks at the retail park, 
which is near junction 9 of the M6, 
to make it easier for shoppers to get 
around and ease congestion. At peak 
times, queues can build up on the site 
making it difficult for drivers to get 
around. 

The new restaurants will be built 
at the centre of the site, off Axletree 
Way, on land which is currently used 
for parking. 

They will join existing food chains 
including Pizza Hut, Burger King 
and Starbucks as well as shops such 
as Ikea, Next, Decathlon and Boots. 
There will be an additional 101 car 
park spaces.

Miss Sarah Allen, representing Thandi from 
Manor Road, Tipton, said: “For some inexplicable 
reason these two young men decided to get drunk 
out of their mind. They have thrown their lives 
away.” Mr Makhan Singh, for Kandola of Bertram 
Road, Smethwick, added: “This is a classic case of 
binge drinking.” The defendants both admitted 
the two robberies and were each sentenced to 20 
months detention in a Young Offenders Institution.

French village tribute 
to heroic pilot George 

A community in Normandy has 
shown its respect at the grave 
of a brave pilot for 70 years,

AMID the atrocities of war are sto¬ 
ries of remarkable human kind¬ 
ness. 

Among them is the heart-warming tale 
of the determination of a French commu¬ 
nity to honour an RAF pilot from Kinver, 
who died when his plane was shot down 
over their rural hamlet in Normandy. 

Pilot Officer George Boucher was aged just 
21 when he was shot down on August 5, 1944, 
crash landing near Caligny, which has a popu¬ 
lation of fewer than 1,000 people. 

Among them was Claude Pailleux. He went 
immediately to the wreck, which had been 
surrounded, he later recalled, by around 100 
German soldiers. 

After a long process of negotiation, and at 
the risk of reprisal, he convinced them to let 
him take the body for burial. 

In a 1946 letter, Claude wrote: “The plane 
came down in flames in a field of beetroot. The 
pilot however had time to jump by parachute, 
but without doubt too near the ground, for it 
had hardly opened. On the morrow - Sunday - 
we were able to make him a coffin of oak by a 
local carpenter to bury him worthily. 

Liberated 

“We buried him at the foot of a little shrine 
at the edge of a highway in the hamlet of 
Caligny. Around 100 people were present at 
the funeral at 3pm in the afternoon. 

“He was buried in a shroud and a score or so 
of wreaths were placed there. He was therefore 
buried with all the respect due to his courage.” 

Caligny was liberated by the 11th British 
Armoured Division on August 16,11 days after 
George was killed. 

In the letter to George’s parents, Claude 
promised them he would take care of George’s 
grave, a promise which the Pailleux family and 
their community have kept ever since. 

This was in keeping with the wish of 
George’s mother that her son’s remains should 
stay where they were buried in Caligny rather 
than being transferred to a military cemetery. 


A close friendship has since grown between 
the two families. The Boucher family first vis¬ 
ited George’s grave in the 1960s and have been 
travelling to the area regularly since. 

This culminated last month in the unveiling 
of a memorial plaque, telling George’s story, 
on the wall of the chapel next to his grave. 

The plaque includes details of his remarka¬ 
ble military career and how the insistence of a 
Frenchman ensured he got a dignified burial. 

Nearly two years earlier, in October 1943, 
George had made a forced landing in northern 
France, in the Pas-de-Calais region, after his 
plane was damaged while attacking a train in 
occupied territory. 

In a letter he explained how he was saved 
by the French Resistance, so he could return 
home to continue the war against the Nazis. 

He wrote about the aftermath of that crash 
landing, explaining: “I ran on to a road, 
on which was a Frenchman in a cart. I had 


learned French at school and spoke to him. He 
said he could not help me but told me to hide 
in the hedge. 

“About an hour after the crash three Ger¬ 
man soldiers arrived and mounted guard over 
the aircraft, and I learned afterwards that two 
lorries loaded with soldiers went round the 
roads in the district.” 

With the help of the French Resistance, 
George avoided capture and survived a long 
and hazardous journey through France to neu¬ 
tral Spain, returning to England to fly again. 

The plaque was paid for after the Boucher 
family managed to raise £1,655 in donations 
from family and friends. George’s nephew, 
Mike Boucher, travelled to the unveiling cer¬ 
emony with brother David and those who had 
helped with the appeal. 

He said: “The ceremony itself was a won¬ 
derful occasion but, as I said in my address on 
the day, the grave has been tended ever since 


George was buried in 1944. Claude Pailleux’s 
widow is still alive. We sort of grew up with 
her family. 

“The grave is very unusual in that it is on 
its own and people may get the feeling it is 
forgotten but it is not. It is a wonderful story 
associated with it.” 

Mr Boucher, who is the assistant head¬ 
teacher at Summerhill School in Kingswin- 
ford, says his family are immensely grateful to 
those from the French Resistance who helped 
George and, of course, to the people of Caligny. 

He added: “For Claude to have negotiated 
a burial with German soldiers in the middle 
of the Normandy campaign takes some doing. 
His sister Jacqueline later became the prime 
carer for the grave for 30 or 40 years. Then 
the mayor of Caligny gave the promise the 
community would always look after the grave, 
which has been kept by all the mayors since.”

Emergency 
centre plan 
gets backed 
for hospital 


A NEW emergency surgery and trauma cen¬ 
tre is poised to open at Sandwell Hospital af¬ 
ter the proposal received the support of the 
majority of patients. 

The centre will concentrate the services solely in 
Sandwell under the plan - removing it from sister 
trust site City Hospital in Birmingham. 


Health chiefs say the 
move is vital to help medics 
prepare to host services on 
one site when the new Mid¬ 
land Metropolitan Hospital 
opens. The new £353 mil¬ 
lion hospital is to be built 
in Smethwick by 2018 with 
major hospital health care 
moving from Sandwell and 
City hospitals. 

A 10-week consultation 
was launched earlier this 
year with patients and the 
general public over the 
plans to consolidate emer¬ 
gency surgery and trauma 
assessment in Sandwell. 
The scheme also proposes 
to locate urgent, interven¬ 
tional cardiology services to 
City Hospital. 

Officials say more than 
six out of 10 people agreed 
that change was needed and 
single sites are supported 
by three quarters of those 
surveyed. They agreed that

there would be ‘faster access 
to treatment’ and believed 
this led to better outcomes 
for patients and more ex¬ 
perts working together. 

But people did highlight 
concerns around increased 
distances for visitors and 
carers and potential trans¬ 
port issues. The findings 
have been reviewed by the 
Sandwell and West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust board. Bosses say the 
changes will be brought in 
over the coming months if 
the scheme is approved. 

Trust chief executive, 
Toby Lewis said: “It was 
clear from the response of 
patients and staff that there 
is a good understanding of 
the need for change, but 
caution about whether we 
would see the benefit after 
so much upheaval.”

Five helped as fire takes 
hold at flat above shop

FIVE people were rescued 
from a devastating fire that 
tore through a flat above a 
shop. 

One of those rescued had to 
climb through a window to escape 
the flames and was led down a lad¬ 
der by firefighters. 

Several panicked residents made 
999 calls after seeing the blaze spark 
into life at the flat in Messenger Road, 
Smethwick. 

The flatmates inside were asleep at 
the time and only became aware there 
was a fire when crews arrived to res¬ 
cue them. 

In total, 20 firefighters from four 
stations were called to tackle the blaze 
which happened at around 3.40am last 
Thursday. 

Flames ripped through the kitchen 
of the flat, which is situated above the 
Windmill Supermarket, near the junc¬ 
tion for Windmill Lane itself, as 10 
firefighters entered using breathing 
apparatus to help those inside. 

The blaze is believed to have been 
caused by a faulty gas cooker. 

Scared 

Parcel sorter Sarabjit Singh, aged 
36, who was rescued, said: “I was 
asleep and the first I knew of it when 
the fire brigade were waking me up. 
They took me out the window. 

“I had some smoke in my lungs and 
was taken to City Hospital. 

“I was scared, I didn’t know where 
I was supposed to go. The kitchen is 
destroyed.” 

Another man from the property was 
led to safety by firefighters. 

Three people in a neighbouring flats 
were evacuated as the crews battled to 
bring the blaze under control. 

Firefighting crews based in Smeth¬ 
wick, Handsworth, Ladywood and 
West Bromwich stations were called 
to attend the scene at the height of 
the fire. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokes¬ 
man Neil Spencer said: “It was a se¬ 


vere fire within the first-floor flat 
above a shop. 

“All of the kitchen was involved in 
fire and there was around five per cent 
of damage to the rest of the flat.” 

The kitchen was gutted in the blaze 
with the cooker and surrounding walls 
badly damaged. 


Charred household items have been 
left inside the property in the after- 
math of the fire. 

Firefighters spent more than two 
hours at the scene dampening down 
and making sure the blaze was out. 

Investigations are continuing into 
the cause of the blaze.

Midlands needs 
more than JLR 



IF the Midlands is to be the 
‘engine for growth’ so de¬ 
sired by the Chancellor, it’s 
going to need a lot more than 
Jaguar Land Rover at the i54 
to keep it from just ticking 
over. 

That is not to in any way belit¬ 
tle the £500 million investment on 
the South Staffordshire/Wolver¬ 
hampton border. 

But it does at times appear as though 
it’s the biggest, if not the only, show in 
town in an effort to show what’s being 
done to revive the economy. 

The letters JLR roll off the tongue 
of virtually every council leader, exec¬ 
utive or visiting minister wanting to 
talk up the achievements of the West 
Midlands. 


Worse 

The growth figures, of course, sug¬ 
gest this region is leading the way in 
improvement. It just had a much worse 
position to start from than many other 
areas when it came to unemployment. 
Replicating the JLR success is the 
dream for virtually every single coun¬ 
cil across the West Midlands. 

To do that, they want to embrace 
George Osborne’s ‘enterprise zones’ 
- designated development sites which 
come with relaxed planning laws and 
tax breaks. 

When it came to JLR at the i54, 
Wolverhampton and Staffordshire 
councils were able to team up and bor¬ 
row the money to do the £37 million 
worth of slip road extension work on 
the M54 - a major pulling factor for a 
car maker that needed good and quick 
access to the motorway network for its 
suppliers.

Now Dudley Council has its own 
version of the i54 in its sights - more 
than 200 acres of land bordering 
Manor Way in Halesowen and the M5 
motorway. The dream is 6,000 jobs. 
The nightmare is the perceived threat 
to the green belt. 

The Halesowen Abbey Trust says 
there is ‘historic countryside that 
Dudley Council are seriously threat¬ 
ening’. Some of the Conservatives 
in Dudley agree with the opponents, 
including the Halesowen and Rowley 
Regis MP James Morris. 

He accompanied the Chancellor 
on a pre-election visit to Westley 
Plastics in Cradley Heath where Mr 
Osborne made his vow to create ap¬ 
prenticeships and enterprise zones. 
The problem may well be that the real 
big money spinners will want a blank 
canvas, and a massive one at that, to 
bring their new high end manufactur¬ 
ing sites to. 


The solution would be to split up 
the enterprise zone perks and spread 
them across multiple brownfield, der¬ 
elict, former industrial sites which the 
Black Country has in abundance. 

No word yet from the Chancellor on 
the impending closure of Goodyear in 
Wolverhampton after nearly 90 years 
on the site. 

That’s odd, given how George Os¬ 
borne is so keen on the Midlands as an 
‘engine’. What about the tyres? 

The parallels between now and the 
late 1920s are striking. 

Back then, towns all over Britain 
were competing to get the tyre maker 
in. Wolverhampton won. Fast for¬ 
ward to today and enterprise zones 
are all about attractive incentives. 
Getting JLR was a fantastic coup. But 
the sad decline of Goodyear, where my 
grandfather worked shows the danger 
of putting all our eggs in one basket.

Drainage works conmen 
targeting elderly residents 


THOUSANDS of pounds have been stolen 
during a spate of distraction burglaries in 
Great Barr and Birmingham. 

Thieves have struck 10 times in the past 
week and on nearly all occasions have tar¬ 
geted the homes of elderly residents. 

They claim to be working on drainage 
problems at neighbouring properties or in 
the street and say they need to urgently 
check their victim’s home. 

Once inside the house or gardens they 
claim that their property is the cause and 
that they must pay for the emergency re¬ 
pairs straight away. 

Police have stepped up patrols and have 
also visited neighbouring areas including 
Streetly to warn people to be on their guard 
and report any suspicious behaviour. 


Pc Rebecca Leyland, from Birmingham’s 
Burglary Team, said: “These despicable 
thieves are targeting people who are elderly 
and live alone. 

“On several occasions they claim repairs 
on their house are needed and they even 
continue with their elaborate scam by get¬ 
ting their ‘boss’ to call them on their home 
phones to discuss a price for repairs. 

“On most occasions they have been wear¬ 
ing high-vis vests and hard hats and have 
been described as white and aged between 
20 and 45. The men have stolen thousands 
of pounds and we are determined to catch 
them.” Streets targeted by the fraudsters 
include Queslett Road in Great Barr.

‘DO the right thing’ is the message from po¬ 
lice as they continue to hunt for a driver who 
knocked down a Black Country teenager 
and left him to die at the side of the road. 

Adam Jones, aged 15, from Wednesbury, was hit 


and killed as he crossed 
three months ago. 

Detectives have yet to 
trace the driver but say 
they are convinced someone 
knows who they are and 
have urged them to come 
forward. It comes as Ad¬ 
am’s mother Mandy made 
an emotional appeal on 
BBC’s Crime watch in a bid 
to catch her son’s killer, say¬ 
ing her life had been ‘turned 
upside down’ by the tragedy. 
Adam’s two sisters have also 
been left devastated by his 
death. 

Inspector Paul Bennett, 
head of the West Midlands 
Police Collision Investi¬ 
gation Unit, said Adam’s 
death had a huge impact 
on everyone who knew him. 
“It’s devastated the whole 
community, in particular 
Mandy and Mark, Adam’s 
parents, who have been 
helpful in putting out com¬ 
munity appeals. 

Goodbye 

“We know that somebody 
knows who that driver was 
at the time of the collision 
and I would urge them to 
do the right thing and tell 
us who the driver was,” he 
added. 

Detectives have found it 
difficult to trace the driver 
of the blue Volkswagen Bora 
because they were not the 
registered keeper of the car. 

Baggies fan Adam was 
knocked down after he had 
said goodbye to his friends 
and begun to cross Walsall 
Road on his bicycle at the 
junction with Beacon View 
Road and just after 7.30pm 
on March 26. 

As he crossed the road, he 
was hit by the car. The force

of the impact flung Adam 
through the windscreen 
of the car, which travelled 
a short distance with the 
teenager still in the wind¬ 
screen. 

The driver got out of the 
Bora and ran away without 
calling for assistance for 
Adam, a keen horse rider 
who had secured himself an 
apprenticeship at Sandwell 
Valley Riding School. 

Insp Bennett said DVLA 
records for the vehicle had 
not been keep up to date 
making it more difficult for 
the driver to be found. 

The driver of the car, 
which had the registration 
number MA52 XW, is de¬ 
scribed as a white male, in 
their 20s, who was between 
5ft 8in and 6ft tall. 

Police said following the 
Crimewatch appeal they 
have received calls from 
the public but have not yet 
received any ‘significant’ 
information. Anyone with

indecent images 
found on computers 

POLICE found almost 5,000 indecent images of young chil¬ 
dren on five separate computer devices when they swooped 
on the Black Country home of a 23-year-old man. 

The grim find came after police arrived with a search 
warrant at the address in Wednesbury where Paul Sim¬ 
mons was living on July 16 last year, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. Mr Peter Arnold, prosecuting, said: 
“He admitted that he had been downloading, saving and 
deleting the images. There were 4,862 indecent images and 
movies of children on five devices.” 

A total of 26 of these were rated as being in the most seri¬ 
ous category, with 55 in the second tier and the remainder 
at a lesser level, the court heard. 

Mr Christopher Loach, defending, commented: “He has 
co-operated with the investigation and not sought to put 
the blame or responsibility on anybody but himself. His 
role was limited to accessing and viewing this material and 
he has since attended counselling.” 

Simmons, of previous good character and now living at 
Newhall Street, Tipton, admitted possessing and making 
the indecent images over a six-month period last year and 
was given a three-year community order under supervision 
on condition that he completes the sex offender group work 
programme.

PLANS to build 14 apartments off a busy 
Black Country island have been blocked. 

Members of Dudley Council’s Develop¬ 
ment Control Committee voted against 
the scheme, which included 25 car park 
spaces, on empty land at the junction of 
Thorns Road and Caledonia near Lye.

Marathon man set to get on 
the right beat tor good cause 


£3,000 worth 
of illegal cigs 
confiscated 

ILLEGAL cigarettes worth nearly £3,000 
have been seized in a series of raids on 
shops in Birmingham. 

Trading standards officers and a team 
of sniffer dogs struck at stores, off-licences 
and a cafe across the city. 

They confiscated a total of 11,320 indi¬ 
vidual cigarettes from six premises - with 
more than half taken from just one shop. 

Monday’s raids were part of a crack¬ 
down on the sale of illicit tobacco - prod¬ 
ucts which have either been smuggled in, 
illegally produced or for which no duty has 
been paid. 

Cigarettes were concealed in cupboards, 
hidden compartments and bags in an at¬ 
tempt to avoid detection. Trading stand¬ 
ards said the products will be destroyed in 
due course. The names of the businesses 
have not been revealed at this stage of the 
investigation. 

Councillor Barbara Dring, chairman 
of the city council’s licensing and public 
protection committee, said: “These raids 
have successfully taken around £3,000 
worth of illegal tobacco out of circulation, 
which we believe has strong links with 
wider criminal activity and brings crime 
into our neighbourhoods. This is why it’s 
important to clamp down on it. 

Those involved in dealing in illegal 
tobacco may be encouraging people, in¬ 
cluding children, to smoke by providing a 
cheap source.” 


A WEST Bromwich music teacher is putting his body on the line in a 
prestigious half marathon in aid of an eating disorder charity.

This is the first time John 
has taken part in the Royal 
Parks Foundation Half Mar¬ 
athon. He hopes to complete 
the run in under one hour 
45 minutes. John is married 
with four children. 

His family encourage his 
efforts by cheering him on 
at races. “It’s great to know 
they are supporting me,” he 
said. “Looking out for them 
at the side of the route helps 
keep me going.” 

More than 16,000 runners 
will join John at the starting 
line in Hyde Park. 

Now in its eighth year, the 
aim of the half marathon is 
to raise money for charities, 
large and small.

Jail put on 
hold over 
attack on 
paramedic 


A MAN who kicked a paramedic who was 
trying to give him medical assistance in a 
Black Country street has escaped an imme¬ 
diate stint behind bars. 

Aston Hamilton lashed out at a paramedic in Hope 
Street, West Bromwich, booting him in the shoulder 
as he tried to perform a pain stimuli test to check 


consciousness levels. 

At Sandwell Magistrates 
Court last week, Hamil¬ 
ton, aged 59, was jailed for 
12 weeks suspended for 12 
months after he had been 
found guilty of assault by 
beating. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service NHS Trust 
has welcomed the sentence 
and said that assaults 
against ambulance staff are 
‘completely unacceptable’. 

A medical team had ar¬ 
rived at the scene on June 
10 in response to a report 
that an unconscious man 
was lying in the street. 

When paramedics arrived 
they found Hamilton in the 
street and began to admin¬ 
ister first aid. On treating 
him they found that he was 
breathing normally and not 
in any danger. 

But when a paramedic at¬ 
tempted to carry out a pain

stimuli test by squeezing 
Hamilton’s finger, the de¬ 
fendant shouted at him and 
kicked out. One of the blows 
hit the victim’s shoulder, 
resulting in him requiring 
medical treatment. 

Police were alerted and 
Hamilton was arrested at 
the scene. As part of his 
conviction Hamilton, from 
Lozells, Birmingham, was 
ordered to pay £150 com¬ 
pensation, £350 costs and an 
£80 victim surcharge. 

Bindi Athwal, District 
Crown Prosecutor from 
West Midlands Crown Pros¬ 
ecution Service said: “Med¬ 
ics should be free to work 
without fear of being phys¬ 
ically or verbally assaulted, 
especially by those individ¬ 
uals like Aston Hamilton 
whom they are trying to 
help.”

Frontman and group founder Jim Merris, 
now 51, said: “It is like a family. We had 
such a good time and we were good friends. 
It is going to be a brilliant night.” 

The group were formed in 1985 after Jim

was inspired by hit film The Blues Brothers 
starring Dan Ackroyd and John Belushi, 
which featured lots of straight-faced hu¬ 
mour, car chases and music from a host of 
soul, blues and jazz stars. 

“I was given a copy of the film by a friend 
and watched it four times in a row,” said 
Jim. He bought a Pontiac Parisienne car for 
£200 to have a big American-style car like 
those in the movies and determined to sing 
and play harmonica in a blues band. 

He was able to secure a slot at The Broad¬ 
way pub, in Norton, Stourbridge, and set 
about starting up a group featuring gui¬ 
tarist Iain Willetts, pianist Dave Crowley, 
Neil Spray son and a young Adrian Chiles 
on bass. 

“It was phenomenal. People absolutely 
loved it,” said Jim, who had met Adrian 
from Hagley at gigs in and around the 
Black Country. After just a handful of gigs, 


Adrian and Neil left the group for univer¬ 
sity. Drummer Neil Bullock, who is now 
one of the country’s top drummers, bass 
player Dave Green and Bob Pountney, who 
played trumpet, joined the group, and a few 
months later so did trombone player Paul 
Roberts — and he is travelling back from 
his home in Australia for the reunion. Sue 
Clarke sang with the group. 

The Broadway, JBs in Dudley and now 
demolished Stewponey roadhouse pub at 
Stourton were among their regular venues. 

After a couple of years they took on man¬ 
ager, Tony Perry. He had co-run the PMA 
agency based in Waterloo Road, Wolver¬ 
hampton, and had been a director of the 
Lafayette club in Wolverhampton as well as 
managing the band Trapeze, whose mem¬ 
bers went on to join Deep Purple, Black 
Sabbath and Whitesnake. 

They went on to find fame outside the 
Midlands, even even outside the UK, by 
performing at jazz and blues festivals. 
They played at the Royal Albert Hall with 
reggae star Desmond Dekker. In 1991 the 


band was invited by Chuck Berry to be ‘spe¬ 
cial guests’ on his UK tour. The band also 
played on the same bill as Robert Plantand 
Whitesnake’s Bernie Marsden even guested 
with the band in Birmingham. 

Father-of-two from Quarry Bank Jim is 
still gigging, with Big Jim’s Boogie Band, 
but he says their best gigs were at Stour¬ 
bridge Town Hall. “They were electric 
nights, jam-packed and there was always 
great banter,” he said. 

Latterly bassist Paul Turner performed 
with the group and now tours with Jamir- 
oquai, while saxophonist Rob Hughes has 
performed with ABC. 

The gig in September will also mark a 
moment to remember band member Dave 
Crowley who died 21 years ago in a moun¬ 
taineering accident on Snowdon. 

The concert at Stourbridge Town Hall 
on September 11 is a 30-year reunion and 
former manager Tony, of Finchfield, said: 
“It should be a great night, it is like them 
coming home.” Tickets are available online 
at Midland Box Office or call 0870 320 7000.

LEGENDS of hip-hop Public Enemy 
are top of the bill for the first night of 
the Mostly Jazz Funk & Soul Festival 
in Birmingham this weekend.

Divine Miss

AFTER a 35-year absence from the UK stage, multi 
award-winning singer Bette Midler is back in Blighty. 

The star of stage and screen will take to Birmingham’s 
Barclaycard Arena tonight (Thursday) as part of her Divine 
Intervention tour. 

Since releasing her first album The Divine Miss M in 1972, 
which won her first Grammy, Midler has become a global star 
as an actress, singer and comedienne. Last year she returned 
with hit album It’s The Girls!, a tribute to girl groups from 
the 1930s to the modern era. 

But achieving success has not been an easy ride for the 
ambitious performer who left a factory job in Hawaii for the 
mean streets of New York as a teenager in the late ‘60s. She 
got a couple of roles on Broadway before developing her out¬ 
rageous cabaret act on the city’s gay scene, where her musical 
director was a then unknown pianist named Barry Manilow. 

“I started off as a girl wanting to be an actress but I was not 
the obvious choice so I focused on singing,” she says. Just as 
well, as the star of The Rose in 1979 went on to sell more than 
15 million records worldwide. But the 69-year-old says she is 
glad she is not starting out in the business now. 

“I would not even want to hazard it,” she explains. “The 
music business is so treacherous and crowded. There are peo¬ 
ple who can barely sing but that doesn’t stop them.” 

She added: “I discovered people in this business will hurt 
you. A lot of people cannot stand a woman with power and it 
was left for me to learn that you have to stand on your own 
two feet.”

Time for Bedouin after 
enjoying taste of heaven 


NO postcard, picture or poster 
does them justice. 

Gigantic stone monuments more 
than 3,000 years old, each with beau¬ 
tifully carved artwork portraying an¬ 
cient kings and mysterious gods, with 
the bright colours still visible today. 

Three main temples created over a 1,300 
year period by powerful pharaohs with 
enormous brick walls covered with propa¬ 
ganda. Surrounded by stone sphinx, stat¬ 
ues to the kings and obelisks, the Temple 
of Karnak in Luxor, Egypt, is the largest 
temple complex ever built. 

The Valley of the Kings once boasted 
5,000 visitors a day. Today it struggles to 
reach 1,000 - but footfall is increasing with 
stability in this proud country. 

Venturing into Egypt can feel like enter¬ 
ing an untouched paradise. When strolling

past the ticket inspector at the entrance 
to King Ramesses II’s tomb, I’m told the 
queues used to snake around the entrance 
at the height of tourism. 

My trip with Red Sea Holidays started 
from Birmingham International Airport. 
Five hours is all it took to get into the new¬ 
ly-built terminal at Hurghada Airport. 

My accommodation was the 280-room 
five-star Makadi Spa Hotel. Within the 
complex there were five restaurants plus 
two international buffets. Bars surrounded 
each swimming pool at the hotel, which also 
had its own private beach just a two-minute 
walk away. 

But I wasn’t just there to relax as an 
adrenaline-fuelled quad biking excursion in 
the desert followed the next day, travelling 
for about 20 minutes before stopping off 


to visit a camp of desert natives called the 
Bedouin. They live in their own community 
away from the rest of Egypt and once one 
person leaves he can never come back. How¬ 
ever, they allow visitors to the camp, invite 
them in to look at a wide array of spiders, 
scorpions and snakes in an animal centre, 
and give them bumpy camel rides. 

Vibrant 

After lunch at an international res¬ 
taurant and dinner at the hotel’s steak 
diner, we trekked out to the port area of 
Hurghada. It had a vibrant feel about it and 
we ended up in Friends bar for some drinks 
and a smoke of shisha. 

I set off the following day on a snor¬ 
kelling trip. But as the sun came down, I 
headed for Orange Bay - an unbelievable 
sight of long white beaches with a shallow 
bay which stretched out for more than 200 


metres. The afternoon flew by before we 
returned for the best meal of the trip - a 
Lebanese restaurant called Tarbush at the 
neighbouring Grand Makadi Hotel and 
watched the night go by with traditional 
Egyptian dancers. 

The next morning I visited Karnack Tem¬ 
ple and the Valley of the Kings and later 
joined the five-star MS Grand Rose a cruise 
boat on the River Nile in Esna, which set 
off on a three- hour cruise, while I sipped 
cocktails and relaxed on top deck. 

The evening was finished off with a meal 
in the ship’s own restaurant, followed by 
more drinks on the top deck and a luxury 
overnight stay in a cabin. 

Back at base, I slipped into the swimming 
pool at the neighbouring Sunwing Hotel’s 
waterpark and even tried some of the water 
slides. When I returned, flying back to Lon¬ 
don Gat wick, knowing I had tasted heaven.

Inside the incredible 
world of identical twins 


W e always agree, don’t we? 
We’ve got the same ideas. 

We often have the same 
dreams. We always have the same 
thoughts. It’s like talking to the same 
person. It’s like we’re one brain. 

That’s the thoughts of Christie and 
Louise Miller, and probably sums up 
what most people think being a twin is 
like - that shared experience and, 
possibly, a kind of psychic connection. 

For those of us whose siblings were 
born years apart just don’t understand 
what nine months of sharing a womb 
can mean. We may be boring and 
mundane, but at least nobody knows 
what we’re thinking 24/7 - because 
that would be a bad thing, right? 

Not according to those featured in 
this fascinating documentary, which 
introduces viewers to a variety of 
twins from different backgrounds who 
have extraordinary stories to tell. 

Among them is Anais Bordier, who 
grew up in Paris after being adopted 
by a French couple, but discovered 
she had a twin sister living in Los 
Angeles after seeing footage of her 
online. 


“I assumed someone had just 
posted a video of me online,” she 
says. “When I watched it, I realised it 
wasn’t me, but I was like, ‘who’s that?”’ 

It was, in fact, Samantha Futimar, 
an actress who had appeared in 
Memoirs of a Geisha. The girls shared 
the same birthday and had been born 
in South Korea. They eventually met in 
London. 

“I think we spent five minutes 
looking at our teeth, and our nose and 
our eyebrows and hands,” smiles 
Anais. “Getting our DNA results was 
the last stitch in the pillow. Knowing 
that everything we’d hoped for, and 
already knew, was actually true.” 

Brenda and Bonnie Bowers were 
identical twin girls who grew up 
together in America’s mid-west. 

‘All our activities were together and 
people looked at us as a unit,” reveals 
Brenda, who is seven minutes 
younger than her sibling. “We did have 
the same tastes. If I didn’t like 
something, I’m positive Bonnie didn’t 
like it either. I always knew where she 
stood, what she was thinking and 
feeling.” 


Despite that close bond, Brenda 
was stunned when Bonnie initially 
came out as a lesbian, then opted for 
gender reassignment. They now claim 
the choice made by Bonnie - who 
renamed himself Aiden - has, in fact, 
brought them even closer together. 

“We grabbed on for dear life, to go 
through this together. It made me hold 
on even more to the idea that we’re 
twins. I can easily say it’s just a name 
change. There’s that core connection 
that can’t be broken.” 

Other siblings featured here include 
Malcolm and Andrew. Now toddlers, 
their bond proved useful when Andrew 
alerted his parents to the fact that 
Malcolm was struggling to breathe. 

Tim and James Brown from 
Liverpool both suffered kidney 
problems as toddlers, but only James 
recovered fully. 

Luckily, Tim had a ready-made 
kidney donor available, thanks to his 
brother James, when he desperately 
needed a transplant. 

The differences between twins may 
be small, but it is not unusual for twins 
to react differently to illness.

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Three VWs 
to get new 
ultra-frugal 
engines

UK order books are now open for a raft of 
new ultra-frugal petrol models in the Golf 
hatchback, Estate and SV. Powered by a new 
three-cylinder 1.0-litre 115 PS turbocharged 
petrol engine, the new Golf TSI BlueMotion 
returns 65.7 mpg on the combined cycle with 
C02 emissions of just 99 g/km. 

Also available for the first time with a BlueMotion 
engine is the option of a DSG automatic gearbox. 
These cars combine the economy benefits of a die¬ 
sel with the upfront price benefits of a petrol, with the 
Golf Match TSI BlueMotion costing £19,740 recom¬ 
mended price on-the-road. 

The first deliveries of these cars are due in Sep¬ 
tember. 

At the heart of the TSI BlueMotion is a 1.0-litre (999 cc) 
three-cylinder turbocharged TSI engine from the EA211 se¬ 
ries. This generates 115 PS from 5,000 to 5,500 rpm; stand¬ 
still to 62 mph takes 9.7 seconds while top speed is 127 
mph. 

With 200 Nm, the TSI BlueMotion has the highest specif¬ 
ic torque of any large-scale production series of petrol en¬ 
gines. This is available from 2,000 rpm, though 150 Nm is 
already delivered from just 1,500 rpm. 

Combined economy for the Golf hatchback is 65.7 mpg 
with C02 emissions of 99 g/km for both the six-speed 
manual and seven-speed DSG versions. Such economy is 
achieved through substantial engine development as well 
as a number of aerodynamic measures. 

By lowering the chassis by 15 mm, adapting the radia¬ 
tor grille, optimising the cooling airflow and fitting special 
underfloor panels and a rear spoiler, the Golf TSI BlueMo- 
tion’s Cd value has been reduced to 0.28 (from 0.29 in the 
standard Golf). 

The car also features super low rolling resistance tyres. 
While this improvement may sound modest, it should be 
noted that in developing the seventh generation Golf, en¬ 
gineers made a 10 per cent improvement in aerodynamics. 

Integrated 

Inside the engine, an ultra-rigid crankcase made of light¬ 
weight die-cast aluminium and its compact construction 
with three cylinders mean the 1.0-litre TSI is around 15 kg 
lighter than a comparable four-cylinder engine. 

The exhaust manifold has been fully integrated into the 
cylinder head and fitted with a cooling jacket to make the 
best possible use of exhaust gas energy during the warm¬ 
up phase and to cool the exhaust gases even more effec¬ 
tively at high loads. 

The TSI BlueMotion is also fitted with a toothed belt, 
which compared to a chain drive, reduces friction by around 
30 per cent, while the maximum injection pressure of the 
1.0-litre TSI is high for a petrol at 250 bar, while advanced 
five-hole solenoid injectors ensure precise fuel injections 
and results in faster energy conversion. 

Unlike the diesel BlueMotion model which is based on the 
entry-level S, the Golf TSI BlueMotion comes as standard in 
Match trim. 

As such it benefits from equipment highlights including 
ESC, XDS and seven airbags, an Automatic Post Collision 
Braking System, a PreCrash system, cruise control, stop/ 
start with battery regeneration and driver alert (NB ACC and 
Front Assist are not standard). 

The Golf Match TSI BlueMotion has 16-inch ‘Dover’ alloy 
wheels. 

This new 1.0-litre BlueMotion engine will also be available 
in the Golf Estate and Golf SV, with predicted fuel econo¬ 
my figures of 65.7 mpg and 99 g/km (103 for DSG) for the 
Estate, and 62.8 mpg /105 g/km (61.4/105 for DSG) for the 
SV.

ALBION chairman Jeremy Peace 
is in line for a £150m golden good¬ 
bye. 

Peace looks set to sell his con¬ 
trolling stake in the club by the 
end of the month after granting 
exclusivity to his preferred buyer. 

But Hawthorns officials insist 
it is ‘business as usual’ despite 
the imminent handover of power 
with boss Tony Pulis pressing 
ahead with big-money plans to 
strengthen his squad. 

“This process should be com¬ 
pleted by the end of this month 
and in the meantime, the club 
wishes to assure supporters prepa¬ 
rations for the new season will 
remain unaffected,” read a state¬ 
ment issued by the club confirm¬ 
ing the exclusivity deal. 

“The chairman, head coach 
Tony Pulis, chief executive Mark 
Jenkins and Richard Garlick, the 
director of football administration, 
have met to discuss and progress 
future transfer targets. 

“They remain in constant dia¬ 
logue over the re-shaping of the 
first-team squad for the 2015/16 
Barclays Premier League cam¬ 
paign.” 

Pulis has been kept fully in¬ 
formed of the latest takeover de¬ 
velopments and the statement 
effectively confirmed it will now 
take place barring a dramatic late 
breakdown in negotiations. 

The exclusivity deal gives 
Peace’s preferred buyers, strongly 
rumoured to be from the Far East, 
breathing space to conclude a deal 
withoutbeing gazumped. 

Peace had been hoping for up to 
£200m for his 90 per cent majority 
stake in the Baggies and looks set 
to pocket at least £150m if a deal 
is finalised.
